Baltamere and my ſelf, about the 
Lands of Delaware, in gar reg. reputed of mighty mo- 
ment to us, {o I wav'd publiſhing any thing that might look 
in-fayour of the Country, or inviting to it, whilſt it lay. un= 
der the Diſcouragement and Diſreputation of thatLord's claims 
and pretences. 
But ſince they are, after many fair and full hearings before 
the Lorss of the Committee for Plantations juſtly and happily 
Diſmiſt, and the things agreed ; and that the Letters 
which daily preſs me from s!l Parts, cn the fubje& of Ares 
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yica, are ſo many and voluminous, that to anſwer them ſe- 
wverally, were a Task too heavy, and repeated to perforin, I 
have thought it moſt caſie to the Enquirer, as well as my felf, _ 
to make this. Account Publick, leſt my ſilence, . or a more pri- 
vate intimation of ung, ſhould difoblige the juſt inclinations 
of any-to' America, and at a time too, When an extraordina«- 
ry Providence ſeems to favour its Plantation, and open a 
Door to Europeays to paſs thither.

admirable, not a Reflettion on that Account : But as-they

Ie fercht none, nor were We 
wholly helpt by Neighbours ; the 0/4 Inhabitants ſupplied us 
with moſt of the Cor# we wanted, and a good ſhare of Pork 
and Beef: tis true, New-York, New-Exgland 2nd —— 
did with their proviſions fetch our Goods and Money, butat 
fuch Rates, that ſome ſold for almoſt what they gave, and 
others carried their proviſions back, expeCting a better Mar- 
ket neerer, which ſhowed no ſcarcity, and that we were not 
rotally deſtitute inour own River.

A Fiſhermas 
this Tear fonnd the way to catch Whiteins in thu River, and it's expeted 
many ſorts of fiſh more then hath been yet canght,may be taken bythe tkilfl, 
Fiſh are in ſuch plenty, that many ſorts on tryal,have been taken with Nets, 
in the Winter time : The Sweeds og. at the Engliſh for going tory, 


bave fines ried themſehves, The River ſo big, and tall of ſeveral os of 
mw TT no FO IT —— brave: 
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brave fiſh, . that its believed, except frozen over, we may catch any time in 
. the Winter. It's great pity, but two or three experiened Fiſhermen were 
here to Ply this River, to (alt and ſerve freſh tothe Town. Agood way 
ro Pickle Sturgion is mgnting , ſuch abundance in this River, even before 
the Town : many are Catcht, Boyld and Eaten. Laſt Winter great 
Plenty of Dear brought in by rhe Indians and Engliſh from the Country. 
We are generally very Well and Healthy there, but abundance Dead tn 
Maryland this Summer . 

The Manufalture of Linnen by the Germans goes on finely, and they make 
fine Linnen : Samuel Carpenter baving been lately there, declares, they 
bad gatheredone Crop of Flax, andbad ſowed for the Second, and ſaw it 
come up well : And they ſay, might have had forwarder andbetter,had t 
had old ſeed, ard not ſtayd ſo long for theGrowthof the new feed to ſow 
again.

Now as there are abundance of theſe people in many 
parts of Europe, — deſirous of going to America ; {» 
the way of helping them thither,or when there,and the return 
thereof to the Disburſers, will prove what I fay to be true. 

2. There are two ſorts,ſuch as are able to tranſport them- 
ſelves and Families, but have nothing to begin with there; 
and thoſe that want ſo much as to tranſport themſelves and 
Families thither. ' 

3+ The firſt of theſe may be entertained in this manner. 
Say I have 50o0o Acres, I will ſettle Tex Families upon them, 
in way of Village, and build each an houſe, an out-houſe for 
Cattle, furniſh every Family with Stock ; as four Cows, two 
Sows, a couple of Mares, and a-yoke of Oxen, with a Town 
Horſe, Bull and Boar ; I find them with Tools, and give 
each their firſt Ground-ſced. They ſhall continue Sever 
Year, or more, as we agree, at haff encreaſe, being bound to 
teave the Houſes in repair, and a Garden and Orchard, I pay- 
ing for the Trees & at lealt twenty Acres of Land within _— 
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and i9/r0ved to corn and graſs; the charge will come to about 


ſixty pounds Engliſh for cach Family : At the ſeven years end, 
the Improvement will be worth,'as things go now, 120 |. be- 
fides the value of the emrrea/ſe of the Stock, which may be 
neer as much: more, allowing for eaſualties ; eſpecially, if the 
People are heneſt and careful, or a man be upon the ſpot him- 


 felf,or have an Overſecr ſometimes toinſpe& them. The charge 


in the whole is $32 1. And the value of Rock and improve- 
ments 2400 |. I think I have been modeſt in my computation. 
Theſe Farms are afterwatts fit for Leaſes at fafl rent,or howelle 
the Owner ſhall pleaſe to difpoſe of them. Alſo the People 
will by this time be skilled in the' Country, and well pro- 
vided to fettle themſelves with ſtock upon their own Land. 
*4. The other ſort of poor people may be very benekcially 
tranſported upon theſe terms : Say I have 5000 Acres I ſhould 


ſettle as before, I will give to cach-Family 100 eres, which in 


the whole makes 10eo ; and to each Family thirty pounds 
Engliſh, half in hand,and half there, which in the whole comes 
to 3001. After four years are expired, in whick time they may 
be eaſie, and in a good condition, they ſhall eack of them pay 
five pounds, aud ſo yearly for tver, as a Fee-farm rent ; hich in 
the whole comes to 5o l.a Year. Thus a man that buys 5000, 
Acres may ſecureand ſettle his 4600 by the gift of ene,and in 
-a Way that hazard and interelt allowed for,amounts to at leaſt 
ten per cent. upon Land ſecuriry,behides the value it puts upon 
the reſt of the 5000 Heres. I propoſe that there b: atleaſt two 
working h1nds belides the wife, whether ſon or ſervant; and 
that they oblige what they carry ; and for turther ſecurit 
bind themſelves as ſervauts for ſome time, that they wil 
Kettle the ſaid land accordingly ,and when they arc once ſeated, 
their inprovements are ſecar/ry enough tor the Kent.

gives to the reſt reſerved, is not inconſiderable ; I mean, the 
40» Acres; cſpecially that which is Contiguous : For their 
Children when grown up, and Handicrafts will ſoon cover to
